In the months and weeks 
leading up to his passing, 
Parker was in the process of 
organizing a fundraiser for 
the Lions Guide Dog 
Foundation called Let's 
Make it Happen. 

His family decided to 
keep the event alive and 
held their fourth annual 
event May 25 at the 
Leisureplex Banquet Hall. 

Community support was 
once again strong, with the 
goal of the fundraiser to 
provide funding for a dis¬ 
abled individual in need of 
a guide dog. 

The average price to com¬ 
pletely train a dog is 
$20,000.

Trial still on hold 
for NRP officer 

It will be a few more weeks until the 
trial of Dean Rudge comes to its con¬ 
clusion. 

During a brief appearance in a 
Welland courtroom Monday, the 
Niagara Regional Police constable was 
told his trial will resume July 18 and 
19. 

Although testimony concluded in 
February, Judge Peter Hambly has yet 
to render his verdict. 

It’s the second time Rudge has stood 
trial since being charged more than six 
years ago with breach of trust by a pub¬ 
lic officer, after he was accused of leak¬ 
ing confidential police documents to 
members of the Hells Angels motorcy¬ 
cle gang. 

Rudge was acquitted at the conclu¬ 
sion of his first trial in 2010, but a sec¬ 
ond trial was ordered in December

Not only is it a chance 
to get out of the class¬ 
room, but a group of 
students from Wilfrid 
Laurier University are 
getting a first-hand look 
at what it was like for 
soldiers fighting near 
the Old Fort in Fort Erie 
during the War of 1812. 

“We know a lot from 
the historical docu¬ 
ments about this partic¬ 
ular position,” said John 
Triggs, associate profes¬ 
sor in the department of 
archeology. "In this 
location we are working 
on a battery that was 
erectedbytheAmericans 
in August of 1814. This 
was a defensive posi¬ 
tion. We had the 
Americans on this side 
and the other side we 
had the British that 
would have been 
attacked.”

The dig took place out¬ 
side of the fort in an area 
known as the Douglas 
Battery, which is named 
after an American offi- 

“We know that on the 
night of Aug. 15, this 
position was attacked by 
the British forces as part 
of a co-ordinated attack,” 
said Triggs. “There was 
a three-prong attack and 


British soldiers were 
killed or injured during 
the one-night attack. 

“Altogether the British 
lost about 900 men of 
their force of about 2,500 
so it was a huge loss in 
just one night," said 
Triggs. 

Students have even 
found evidence of a gar¬ 
den that might have 
been used by the sol¬ 
diers to grow their own 

"This was a pretty safe 


behind the earthwork 
where it was safe and 
protected. The soldiers 
would probably have 
camped in the open 

The small plots where 
the students are digging 
have been positioned 
strategically to try to get 
a sampling of what 
might have been there 
at the time. They have 
dug about 30 plots of 
varying depths. 

All digging is done 


using hand tools and 
then the soil is sifted 
through a screen mak¬ 
ing it easier to locate any 
artifacts. 

Anything found is 
documented and will be 
taken back to the uni¬ 
versity for further study. 

“It’s been pretty excit¬ 
ing,” said Carolyn Pallett, 
a student from Oakville 
who is taking part in the 
dig. "You never know 
what you are going to 
find. At first I found 
building rubble and

Trustees supported 
spending $800,000 above 
that funding, to partly han¬ 
dle the gap. 

"Sooner or later, the prov¬ 
ince has to (deal) with this,” 
Clark told the board. "It 
would mean so much to 
our students and 


the DSBN.” 

Several trustees compli¬ 
mented the committee on a 
budget that modestly 
boosts some programs. 

“This is a good news bud¬ 
get,” said trustee Alex 
Bradnam, his sentiment 
repeated by others. 

"It’s looking at what we 
have, and what we’re able 
to do with what we’ve got 
— and also our position, 


like many boards across the 
province. 

“We’re moving in the 
right direction... we have 
no cuts in programs, but 
have enhancements. 

“And we’re moving 
ahead, despite the $10 mil¬ 
lion shortfall that we have, 
due to lack of students. 
Then, to also be able to 
retain (an overall balance), 
in the end, of about $7 mil¬ 


lion.” 

Some budget program 
enhancement highlights: 

*$1.2 million to create an 
additional 27, full day kin¬ 
dergarten classes, adding 
to the 38 new, full day early 
learning classes starting in 
September. 

•it means another 25 
DSBN schools will offer full 
day kindergarten, bringing 
the total to 66 DSBN ele¬ 


mentary schools 
*$800,000 to expand 
French immersion 
*$185,000 for teacher 
training in classroom tech¬ 
nology 

•previously-projected 
average daily enrolment for 
next school year is 33,961— 
a decrease of 1,094 stu¬ 
dents, or 3.12% compared 
to this ending school year. 


District School Board of 
Niagara trustees hailed a 
“good news” $417 million 
budget they passed unani¬ 
mously. 

At Monday’s board meet¬ 
ing, they were told despite 
revenue challenges, the 
finance committee didn’t 
have to chop programs for 
2013-14. 

It also means the average 
cost of education per DSBN 
pupil is expected to be 
$11,935. 

The approved budget for 
this ending school year was 
higher, at $423 million. The 
cost was then forecast to be 
$11,678 for every student. 

"All of the programs we 
offered last year, we will 
offer again next year,” said 
trustee and finance com¬ 
mittee chair Dalton Clark. 

“We are cutting nothing 
out of the budget.” 

That, in spite of a reduc¬ 
tion of about $10 million in 
grants from the province, 
mainly due to declining 
enrolment. 

He said that has been 
dealt with, in measures like 
reduced staffing — espe¬ 
cially secondary schools — 
and other administrative 
costs slashed by school 
shut-downs. 

Clark said there will also 
be enhancements next 
school year, including 
extended full-day kinder¬ 
garten, French immersion 
and technology training. 

The trustee for St. 
Catharines and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake also spoke to 
an ongoing issue — the 
board’s concern about pro¬ 
vincial underfunding in 
special education. 

The DSBN says that grant

LYME | DISEA SE:; WH AlfMAKESi IT r TICK?f 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several weeks 
of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their summer 
wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the 
summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, most 
residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and ways of 
protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern is the 
blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick can be 
the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, can result 
in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The American 
brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been shown to carry 
Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing pants 
and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the chances of 
a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed immediately by 
grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. Do not try to burn 
the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should be then be washed 
with soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire tick, you should give your 
doctor a call and they can remove it for you. The tick can be brought to the health 
department for analysis to see if it was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme 


The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, however 
if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache or muscle 
and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms typically develop 
within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured with antibiotics if 
treatment is started early.
